REMARKS 



Claims 1-3, 6, 7 and 1 1-13 were rejected by the Examiner under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as 
being anticipated by Servidio. Claims 2-4, 7 and 10-22 have been cancelled. Claim 1 has been 
substantially amended. Claims 6 depends on amended claim 1. Amended claim 1 now requires 
" a Continuous Positive Airway Pressure (CPAP) Generator for generating variable airway 
pressure", more than one sensor, and a remotely-controlled transmitter. The remotely-controlled 
transmitter is important because it solves the problem caused by connectors and wires becoming 
entangled with themselves, the patient, and other items while the patient is sleeping. Having 
more than one sensor is significant because interruptions in the air flow anywhere in the system 
can be detected. 

The present invention as defined in Claim 1, unlike Servidio, is specifically designed for 
treatment of sleep disorders and therefore addresses different problems. A variable CPAP 
generator is required as it is important to control the pressure produced by the CPAP generator 
because excessive pressure can aggravate central sleep apnea. The present invention is designed 
to provide a method of detecting the type of apnea present in the patient and providing an 
appropriate response by the positive airway pressure delivery system. 

Obstructive sleep apnea occurs when the throat collapses, often at the base of the tongue. 
The patient attempts to inspire against a closed airway causing a brief arousal fi'om sleep. The 
present invention can detect and record the frequency of occurrences of obstructive sleep apnea. 
Central sleep apnea occurs when the brain does not signal the patient to breathe for typically 10 
seconds. Many apneas are mixed apneas, which include features of both central and obstructive 
apnea. The present invention is capable of detecting the type of apnea which is occurring based 
on measurements fi*om the sensors and providing the appropriate pressure and flow for each 
individual patient. 

Claims 4, 5, 10, 16, 17, 21 and 22 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Servidio as applied to claims 1,7, 13, and 18 in further view of Harvie. Claim 
4 and claims 10-22 have been cancelled. The device disclosed in Harvie is designed for users of 
supplemental oxygen not for those who have sleep disorders. Supplemental oxygen is typically 
delivered utilizing compressed air which is under pressure orders of magnitude greater than the 
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ambient room temperature air which is used in Applicant's invention. The device in Harvey is 
used by patients who are primarily awake and address fundamentally different problems. Neither 
Harvie nor Servidio disclose or suggest a system for monitoring and adjusting a CPAP generator 
for patients with sleep disorders. Applicant's invention can also be readily retrofitted to modify 
conventional CPAP generators. 

In summary, none of the prior art discloses or suggests the unique features of Applicant's 
invention which solves the problems encountered with sleep disorders. Applicant respectfully 
request that amended Claims 1, 5, 6, 9 and 22-26 be allowed or that the Examiner conduct a 
telephone interview with Applicant's attorney.
